JAPANESE PUPPET IN CHINA 
GIVES TOKYO’S PEACE TERMS 


Ex-Premier Wang Says Conditions Include 


Leaders’ Declaration for Truce and 


Opposition to 


Communism. 


HONGKONG, Aug. 9 (AP) — A 
Sweeping peace appeal ostensibly 
approved by the Japanese com- 
mand and including a promise of 
eventual withdrawal by the Japa- 
nese troops on certain conditions 
was broadcast tonight by Wang 
Ching-wei, former Premier of Ching 
now acting in concert with Jap- 
anese leaders. 

Speaking by radio from the Jap- 
anese-held city of Canton, Wang 
told his fellow Cantonese and Chi- 
nese in general of peace assur- 
ances he had received from the 
Japanese, including Gen. Rikichi 
Ando, commander-in-chief in South 
China. 

He asserted that, if Chinese lead- 
ers would “declare publicly for 
peace and oppose Communism,” an 
immediate armistice could be ar- 
ranged. Further, he said, the Jap- 
anese army is prepared to take 
steps progressively to restore to 
China the functions of maintaining 
order, establishing garrisons and 
administering civil and economic 
authority in areas now occupied 
by the Japanese, “thus naturally 
resulting in the unanimously de- 
sired withdrawal of Japanese 
troops.” | 

Wang, who fled from Chungking 


last December, is regarded as 4 
traitor by the Chinese Government, 
In his talk he attacked Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek. 

The anti-British movement in 
South China took a more serious 
turn today with Japanese presenta- 
tion to British naval and consular 
authorities of five demands grow- 
ing out of injury of a Chinese at 
Swatow Monday. 

The Chinese was one of a crowd 
engaged in an anti-British demon- 
stration before the British consu- 
late. Both British and Japanese 
versions of the incident said that 
after the demonstration started a 
party of sailors from the British 
destroyer Tenedos took up positions 
before the consulate. 

British accounts said that one 
of the demonstrators was injured in 
fighting among members of _ the 
crowd after the sailors withdrew 
inside. But Japanese asserted he 
was hurt in a clash with the sail- 
ors.

State’s Attorney John M. Hollen- 
beck announced today that approxi- 
mately 75 persons had been indicted 
and evidence against 50 to 75 more 
would be presented a Circuit Court 
grand jury next week in an inves- 
tigation of alleged violation of elec- 
tion laws in Clark County.

GOSHEN, W. Y., Aug. 9 (AP)— 
Peter Astra, speedy trotter owned

Two years ago this summer the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, headed by a Democrat and with Demo- 
 crats in heavy majority, yoted, 10 to 8, against 
president Roosevelt’s Supreme Court reorganization 
‘bill. Soon afterward, the overwhelmigly Democratic 
Senate killed the ill-starred plan by a vote of 70 to 
29. Mr. Roosevelt had been rebuked by his party as 
have few Presidents in our century and a half. 

Notwithstanding all this, the President now recalls 
that long drawn out battle, its animosities and its 
hitternesses with his statement on signing the bill 
to provide an administrative officer for the Federal 
judiciary. He says that six of the actual recommen- 


dations in his reorganization bill message have now 
heen enacted into law and the seventh has been |

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MAYOR LaGUARDIA ON CROP CONTROL. 

Mayor LaGuardia of New York, who has never been 
accused of lacking positive views or the courage to 
express them, has spoken out against crop control. 
His outcry against an economy of scarcity will be 


_widely applauded. But some of the Mayor’s own ideas 


as to how to solve the problem of the farm surplus 


are far from wise or profound. 


He speaks of “subsidizing exports and making good 
friends of our neighbors.” If there is any more cer- 
tain way of making economic enemies of our neigh- 
bor countries than by subsidizing exports, the Mayor 
would be hard put to name it. Nations which do not 
produce the commodities whose export is subsidized 
will not mind, but all competing producers will resent 
it bitterly. 

Mayor LaGuardia then went on to say that we really 
have no farm surplus in this country—that what we 
have is a lack of purchasing power to provide for all 
the people. This argument has a sounder basis. 
Studies by the Federal Bureau of Home Economics 
show that only 226,000,000 acres of land would be re- 
quired to produce the minimum adequate diet needed 
by the American people, but that 280,000,000 acres 
would be required to produce the food necessary for 
reasonably attractive and satisfying meals. The diet 
required for a high standard of living, with very 
liberal amounts of lean meat, eggs, vegetables, milk 
and fruits, would require 335,000,000 acres to produce. 

There is plenty of room to improve consumption 
of agricultural products by raising the genera] stand- 
ard of living, but this potential expansion is not by 
any means enough to keep our vast farm plant 


population. American agriculture must export or suf- 
fer contraction. It cannot export without tariff re- 
form, to permit foreign nations to sell us the goods 
necessary to acquire the dollar exchange with which, 
in turn, to buy our products. 

At this point, some shrewd fellow will inquire 


| whether we haven’t got our lines crossed—whether 


what agriculture gains by tariff revision would not 
be lost by the reduction which this might cause in 
the American wage scale and hence the American 
standard of living. The answer is, No. Tariff re- 
form might reduce the monetary wage scale of some

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A VETO FOR SENATOR GLASS’ BILL. 

It is now more than four years since Congress first 
passed legislation calling for Federal Reserve mem- 
_ ber banks to break up their interlocking directorates. 
| This legislation struck at a serious abuse in the bank- 
ing business, one that went with the boom era and 
needed to be rooted out in a day of sounder banking 
| practice. Congress allowed a liberal interval during 
which member banks were to make necessary adjust- 
ments; the time has come to put the rule of divest- 
ment into effect. President Roosevelt’s veto of Sen- 
ator Glass’ bill to extend the time, therefore, is jus- 
tified. : 

The strange thing, obviously, is not that President 
Roosevelt should veto such a bill. What is strange is 
that Senator Glass should sponsor it. The venerable 
Virginian was one of the architects of the Federal 
Reserve system. He knows that banking excrescences 
have brought much grief to banks and their patrons. 
This was demonstrated when Senator Glass, early in 
the Roosevelt atiministration, became the prime mov- 
er to outlaw the national bank investment affiliate. 
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Say what you will about him, that insurance fixer, 
Charles O'Malley Pendergast Street, talked a nifty 
game of ethics. 


MR. BRIDGES ON THE CLASS WAR. 

Harry Bridges, the West coast labor leader, avers, 
with some show of relish, the existence of a “class 
war” of such intensity that it means guns, bombings 
and bloodshed.

Why is the Congressional Record weighted down 
with so many inconsequential and interminably dull 
speeches? Without attempting to answer the ques- 
tion in all its implications, we can explain why the 
issue of the Record for Monday, July 17, was ex- 
traordinarily fat and flatulent. 

That is because it devotes 15 full pages to a speech 
which purports to be by Representative C. Arthur 
Anderson of St. Louis, ‘but which Mr. Anderson did 
not write, which he apparently had never read, 
and which treats of a subject on which he frankly 
confesses his ignorance, 

The facts of this amazing occurrence have come 
to light as a result of letters which Representative 
Anderson sent to parties in St. Louis who objected 


to certain passages in the speech. Faced with this | 


complaint, Mr. Anderson made a clean breast of the 
whole matter, revealing the facts cited above. 

The speech itself is a rambling, incoherent treat- 
ment of the banking and monetary system of the 
United States, attacking in particular the Federal 
Reserve system. It was written by South Trimble, 
clerk of the House of Representatives. The following 
paragraph, from a letter which Trimble wrote to 
Mr. Anderson and which Mr. Anderson passed on to 
his complaining constituents, explains the whole mat- 
ter: | 

In our many conversations, I have taken the 
position that there is nothing fundamentally 
wrong with this country except our banking and 
monetary systems, and you have agreed with me. 

I said to you, as I have said to many other 

members that you were not familiar with the 

tntricacies of the monetary and banking systems, 
and I would be glad to prepare a speech for you 
if you would deliver it, to which you agreed.... 

When you informed me that you had been allotted 

time for the speech, I hurriedly asembled the 

material and handed it to you without. reading 


the finished product, and I know that you did not 
have time to read it. 


Thus it was that Pages 12970 to 12984 inclusive, of 
the Congressional Record of the Seventy-sixth Con- 
gress came to be printed. Entirely independently of 
the nonsensical flubdub of which the “speech” con- 
sists, we submit that this incident sets a new high 
in utter and unabashed congressional irresponsibility.

But its: method, in this 
speeded-up Machine Age, has turned to posi- 
Twentieth century democracy 
provides for shoulder-to-shoulder action of 
the common people to advance their eco- 
nomic interests as well as for curbs upon un- 
just actions of the economically powerful. 

On the farm front this new democracy ex- 
presses itself in co-operative action of great 
groups of rural people. It has made itself 
known in scores of ways during the two dec- 
ades of the farm depression. Even before 
the misguided policies of the 1920s put the 
farmers to the wall, there had been healthy 
growth of co-operative marketing. 

As we look at the history and experience 
of co-operatives in the United States—both 
those that have failed and those that have 
prospered—we find that their survival de- 
pends almost entirely on their comparative 
helpfulness to farmers. If in one way or 
another they are more helpful to farmers 
than old-line business firms have been, they 
survive and grow. If they are not, they die. 

The factors necessary to the success of a 
co-operative are, of course, well understood 
by the workers in this movement. But the 
essentials cannot be overemphasized. We 
all know that a co-operative must have, first, 
a loyal and responsible membership, and, 
second, operating efficiency. If either is 
lacking, the co-operative is bound to fail. 
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T= farm-born Jacksonian democracy, 


It is not until the initial sign-up period of 
enthusiasm is past that the members get 
their real test, for it is more difficult to keep 
a co-operative going successfully than it is 
to organize it in the first place. No co-op- 
erative can live and thrive unless its mem- 
bers understand its operagion, think about 
and discuss its problems, take great care 
to choose qualified members as directors, 
and patronize their association to the fullest. 

The character and quality of the directors 
usually reflect the character and quality of 
the members. In a successful co-operative, 
they are men of leadership and good busi- 
ness judgment, who can work with others, 
and who have a broad understanding of both 
the possibilities and limitations of their en- 
terprise, and who have an accurate knowl- 
edge of the affairs of their association. 

Co-operative organizations always have a 
better chance in communities where farm 
tenure conditions are stable than in com- 
munities where many of the farmers are 
moving every year or two. The stability 
of farm communities is an important factor 
in the strength of farmer co-operatives. For 
this reason, the co-operative organizations of 
the United States have a special interest in 
the national program of dealing with the 
tenancy problem through the Bankhead- 
Jones Act. Real damage was done the co- 
operative movement when the do-nothing 
bloe in the House of Representatives killed 
the President’s lending bill, which provided 
for speeding up the tenancy program. 

One of the most-outstanding examples of 
rapid advancement of the co-operative meth- 


od is in the field of rural electrification. 
‘Farmers in all sections of the country pre-

joined together in more than 500 co-opera- | 
tives to obtain the assistance of the Govern- | 


ment in bringing electricity to farm homes. 
In the four years since the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration was established, electric 
Service has been made available through 
Federal efforts and by the utilities to more 
farm homes than in all the years previous. 
The numbers of farms receiving electric 
service doubled in less than four years. 


Without the organization of electric service | 


co-operatives, rural electrification could not 
have progressed nearly so far as it has in so 
short a time. 

The continued development of the co-op- 
erative movement, as well as the various 
other types of activity undertaken by farm- 
ers within the last few years, represents a 
groping on the part of farmers of the Unit- 
ed States for solution of their problems in a 
truly American way.

As we go forward together, I believe we} 


can gain both inspiration and guidance from 
the experience of such countries as Finland 
and Sweden. In those countries, there has 
been no overturn of government or drastic 
change of economic or social system. At the 
same time, they have not stood still. They 
have gradually improved their ways of doing 
business, keeping both large and small cor- 
porations where these appeared to be most 
efficient and suitable, but turning in certain 
cases to co-operative organization and even 
to government ownership where neither 
the corporate nor the co-operative form of 
organization proved adequate, 

The United States, of course, is much big- 
ger, both in population and area, than either 
Sweden or Finland. For that reason, our 
situation is in some ways much more diffi- 
cult. We shall have to work our own prob- 
lems out in our own way. 

As they have done in Sweden and Finland, 
we need somehow to build a stronger bridge 
between democracy and capitalism. One 
way to accomplish that, perhaps, would be 
to make our corporations more democratic 
in form. Our social-minded corporation of- 
ficers and directors could study with profit 
the set-ups of the stronger co-operatives, 
with their interplay of control and function 
among the members, directors and manage- 
ment. 

This interplay, when it operates smoothly 
and with balance, is a splendid demonstra- 
tion of the possibilities of old-fashioned 
democracy applied to new-fashioned prob- 
lems. I sometimes wonder what our cor- 
porations would be like, if in the beginning 
they had been organized like the co-opera- 
tives, with each stockholder having only one 
vote, regardless of how many shares of stock 
he held, and with voting by proxy barred.

Amundsen of the Humane Society 
and his skeleton staff of 11 will 
chorus the red ink blues. Salaries 
probably will be in arrears and 
creditors will just have to be pa- 
tient. 

“Either people think we're a

richly endowed organization or they 
just don’t think about us,” Amund- 
sen said yesterday as we talked in 
his office at the Humane Society’s 
hospital and clinic at 1210 Macklind 
avenue. “The Humane Society of 
Missouri is the third largest in the 
country and yet we pay our men 
_the lowest salaries. With a million 
people to draw from in the St. Louis 
area we have only 2000 members in 
the society and maybe another 
thousand occasional contributors. 
Yet around 35,000 animals a year 
pass through our hands.” 

| Contrary to public opinion, the 
‘Humane Society is not a heavily 
‘endowed organization. It has only 
one endowment which produces an 
income of less than $1000 a year. 
Another $2000 comes from folks 
holding $1 membership cards and 
a smaller amount from donations 
of nickels, dimes, quarters and an 
occasional bill by pet owners who 
use the society’s services. 

Last month the Society had 1684 
ambulance calls and treated 971 
climic patients. More than 60 per 
cent of these clinic cases were 
complete charity; 40 per-cent were 
pay patients—dogs and cats whose 
grateful owners dropped anywhere 
from 25 cents to a dollar in the 
contribution box. 

What’s to be done? Well, give 
Amundsen 25,000 members in the 
Society and he’ll be satisfied, he 
says. That would mean an annual 
income of $25,000, since member- 
ship costs only one dollar. But 
thought of curtailing activities 
doesn’t occur to him. People who 
can’t pay will continue to receive 
just as good service from the So- 
ciety as those who can. The boys 
in the blue of the Humane Corps 
will continue to work for low sai- 
aries—some as low as $60 a month. 
And the Society’s creditors 
humane folk who sell the Society 
gasoline, dog food, medicine and 
the like on tab—will get a small 
payment on account when there’s 
cash in the till and wait when there 
isn’t.

ity, the Humane officers cover 
cases of flagrant cruelty to ani- 
mals all over the State. During 
the filming of the motion picture 
“Jesse James,” the Humane Soci- 
ety was informed of what Amund- 
sen calls the “most barbarous crime” 
he has ever encountered in his 
years of humane work. One horse 
was killed in a 70-foot leap from 
a cliff into the Lake of the Ozarks 
and another injured. Amundsen 
arrived too late’ to witness the ac- 
tual leap but he obtained affi- 
davits from eye-witnesses, and a 
story sent by the Missouri Humane 
Society to the monthly magazine 
of The American Humane Associ- 
ation resulted in a petition signed 
by 60,000 people protesting against 
the cruelty of the motion picture 
people. 

“Naturally no horse would leap 
from a 70-foot cliff of his own ac- 
cord,” Amundsen said in recount- 
ing the tale. “So the movie people 
rigged up @ blind chute, set on a 
roller-rocker. This chute connected 
with a greased slide designed to 
propel the horse well out over the 
water. Ridden by a stunt man, the 
horse was led into the chute, which 
was tipped forward to force the 
animal onto the greased slide, and 
the poor horse never had a chance. 
He hit the water hindmost and was 
killed. The second rorse hit the 
cliff on the way down and while his 
flesh was torn, the fall was broken 
and he was saved being killed. The 
sad part of the whole thing is that 
t the time I got to the Lake of 
the Ozarks, got my affidavits and 
everything: needed to back up my 
complaint, the movie people had 
gone back to Hollywood.”
